REGULATE THE TAXICAB. 


Within the past few years Sedalia 
has become a city. Even the most cas­ 
ual observer can not but realize that it 
is no longer in the “over grown town” 
class and that it is time that it should 
discard many of the methods of regu­ 
lating public, or semi-public, affairs 
that in the past were good enough un­ 
der conditions then existing but which 
are totally inadequate as things are 
now. 
Many suggestions for improvement 
could be made and 
most 
of 
them 
would have real merit back of them 
and probably there are scores of citi­ 
zens who have them in their minds, 
ready, if offered opportunity, to pre­ 
sent to the public for consideration. 
The time is ripe 
for 
improvements 
and it ought to be the chief thought of 
all who have the city and its progress 
and advancement at heart. 
One little thing—that is little on 
the face of it, but much larger and of 
more 
importance 
than 
might 
be 
thought at first glance—is the method 
or rather lack of method of regulating 
I he taxicab service of the city. 
Some people will ask: should The 
city regulate 
this service? 
Surely. 
And why not? 
Regulation in this in­ 
stance does not entirely refer to fhe 
charges permitted to be made for ser­ 
vice. 
That is properly a matter for 
regulation and is regulated in all cities 
in the country that are abreast of the 
times. 
Sedalia, however, has never 
done that. 
But real regulation goes 
beyond this. It should extend so as not 
only to embrace the fixing of sendee 
charges but should 
go 
further and 
make it impossible for any one not 
possessing a good moral character to 
either own or drive a car for public 
hire. As things now are any one who 
can drive a car, no matter what his 
character, whether he is a thief, or a 
hanger-on of disreputable houses, or 
even a procurer for those houses, is 
permitted to perform this semi-public 
service. 
And what does it mean? 
It 
'means that 
men of no responsibility, 
crooks, moral degenerates, yes, even' 
men interested in houses of vice, may 
meet all incoming trains and take in 
charge unsuspecting travelers, unpro­ 
tected women, young girls, and others 
who once in their hands may suffer to 
a greater extent than most of us wish 
to think. 
The gateway of the city is 
in their charge. They meet the night 
trains and the traveling public to a 
great extent is at their mercy. The re­ 
sult can 
easily be imagined 
should 
men of the sort mentioned be permit- 
led to drive these cars. 
Should even 
but one of them be numbered among 
all the drivers of the city, the poten­ 
tial harm is beyond calculation. 
Sedalia is on of the eve of a great 
Centennial celebration when tens of 
thousands of strangers will be guests 
of the city and it will be the duty of 
the city to furnish ample protection to 
every man, woman 
and 
child that 
shall come within its borders at that 
time. This, if nothing else, should im­ 
ped the authorities to enact proper 
municipal 
legislation 
covering this 
particular subject. 
Briefly stated this legislation should 
provide that every owner and every 
driver of a car used in taxicab service 
should be compelled to procure a li­ 
cense before being permitted to use 
a car for that purpose. 
No license 
should be issued to any person of bad 
repute and each applicant should be 
compelled to have his application en­ 
dorsed by at least ten reputable citi­ 
zens who should certify of their own 
knowledge to his moral character, his 
integrity, his honesty and reliability. 
Each licensed owner or driver should 
also be made to furnish a bond of un­ 
doubted reliability to the amount of 
at least $500 guaranteeing compliance 
with the law while engaged in the ser­ 
vice. 
Action on the part of the city 
council should be taken and the sooner 
the better for all concerned. Not only 
will it be of benefit to the people of 
the city but it will, without doubt, be 
welcomed as a protection by all the 
honest and upright men engaged in 
the business.

perhaps, is one of the reasons why 
some persons find it so difficult to get 
along. It makes very little difference 
how much we belittle the world, how 
much we protest against its opinion, 
we know all the same that we cannot 
get very far in this life without doing 
our full share to deserve its smiles. 
But sunshine has a way of never lin­ 
gering very long with those who make 
it a business to sulk and 
scowl even 
when touched by its generous rays, 
and rather than waste time it turns its 
brightness upon other and 
perhaps 
more deserving lives. 
Sometimes we are inclined to think 
that the world has a way of seeking 
out the bright, happy people and mak­ 
ing them still brighten and happier, 
but if w’e would know the truth it is

HARDING MAKES APPEAL 
TO AID FAMINE STRICKEN 


Washington, March 12.—An ap­ 
peal to the American people to “do 
everything in their power” toward 
fhe relief of famine conditions in 
China, was issued today by Presi­ 
dent Harding. 
The president declared that al­ 
though the nation already had giv­ 
en liberally to the relief commit­ 
tee. the fund still was entirely in­ 
adequate. 
“At this, the earliest practicable 
moment of 
my 
administration,” 
said the president’s statement, “ I 
desire to add my own to the many 
appeals which 
have 
been issued 
heretofore in behalf of the starv­ 
ing people 
of a large 
section of 
China. 
‘ I am informed that the Amer­ 
ican committee, and the church and 
other 
organizations 
co-operating 
with it. have already remitted sev­ 
eral millions 
of 
dollars 
to 
the 
American and international 
relief 
committees iii China, and that al­ 
ready a great relief work has been 
accomplished. 
Nevertheless, 
my 
information 
is that 
the 
means, 
thus far placed at the command of 
these organizations are entirely in­ 
adequate to the task they confront. 
“Since the beginning of thjs re­ 
lief movement a much more accur­ 
ate understanding of the grave situ­ 
ation has become possible. The de­ 
partment of state has from time to 
time made public' information re­ 
ceived through its representatives 
in China as to the conditions pre­ 
vailing 
there. 
The 
picture 
of 
China’s distress is so tragic that I 
am moved, therefore, to renew the 
appeals heretofore made to express 
the hope that the American people 
will continue to contribute to this 
humanitarian cause as generously 
os they possibly can. 
“The cry for succor comes to us 
from a people far distant, but link- 
ed to us by manifold ties of friend­ 
ly association, confidence and good 
will
